'Pacers'Picked Name 
For Athletic Teams 

“Pacers” is the new nickname of the athletic teams following a 
run-off vote April 27 by the student body in a Student Government 
Association referendum and approval by the University Council 
Monday. 

STUDENTS expressed their preference during spring elections 
The student body voted on “Pacers” to replace “Volunteers” 
which has been used since the institution became the University 
of Tennessee Junior College in 1927. 

We have maintained the nickname “Vols” since receiving 
senior college status by legislative enactment in 1951, although 
other campuses in the UT system do have other designations. 
Athletic teams at U-T Chattanooga are known as "Moccasins” 
and those of the Medical Units the “Nurses” and “Docs.”

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Athletes Murder Pet 
Squirrel For'Thrill' 

Yesterday afternoon, several students saw about five men- 

reportedly football players-kill a squirrel in front of Browning 
Hall at about 12:30 

THEY REPORTEDLY knocked the animal from a nearby tree 
with softball size rocks and proceeded to stone the female squirrel 
to death The frightened creature fled but was stopped as it tried 
to climb another tree They then surrounded her and as she at¬ 
tempted to run, kicked her about 10 feet in the air. 

One student then picked it up and pitched it on a chair on the 
steps of Browning The boys exchanged a few comments and 
debated what to do with it Another boy picked up the squirrel and 
said he would "put it out of its misery " 

HE SMASHED it against the concrete steps. After the second 
time, the squirrel lay motionless. Someone kicked it. They then 
carried it into Browning Hall 

How can we expect to rid our nation of all the disturbing 
violence when people are this heartless? 

When people are so inhuman as to receive the thrill that these 
athletes apparently got from killing and torturing this animal, the 
rising crime rate problem cannot be solved unless sick minds like 
these can be cured

Unfortunately, the Bates Sterilization Bill has passed through 
the welfare 1 Committee of the Tennessee House of Represen¬ 
tatives and it will probably be passed in some form. 

THE CONTROVERSIAL proposal is by freshman repre¬ 
sentative Larry Bates, a Democrat from Martin and alumnus 
of UTM. He compiled a brilliant record of leadership while 
here He was twice voted Mr. Volunteer, President of the Stu¬ 
dent’ Government Association, and member of Alpha Gamma 

H, He was selected to receive the Outstanding Male Student 
Award in 1965 and was selected for membership In Who’s 
Who in American Colleges and Universities. ... ,, 

THE PROPOSAL would require a welfare recipient who 
gives birth to a second illegitimate child to submit to sterili¬ 
zation in order to continue to receive welfare aid. If she sub¬ 
mits to a sterilization operation at state expense, after the 
second child, she would again become eligible for welfare 

compensation. Mr. Bates hopes to save the state money and 
reduce wasteful spending. 

There are many other areas Mr. Bates could look if he is try¬ 
ing to save money. The State Game and Fish Commission is 
a notorious spender. For Instance, it recently spent $250,- 
000 to improve boar hunting. 

OR IF HE merely wants the state to make more money, he 
could support another controversial bill— to legalize dog 
racing, which Arkansas already has. 

Some have already charged the financial reasoning behind 
the bill is poorand that it would cost the state more money 
than is now being spent. These possible monetary faults of 
the bill are secondary however, to its cruelly obvious inhuman 
aspects. 

IF THE Tennessee Legislature passed this bill, the state 
will again appear backward and primeval. The result will be 
the same as the Dayton “Monkey Trials.” 

Tennessee spends about $100 million for public welfare. 
Statistics for payments to mothers of more than one illegi¬ 
timate child are not available. However, it seems such costs 
are probably not a very high percentage of the total welfare 
budget 

AND MOST IMPORTANTLY, this bill discriminates against 
the poor. It adds to the opinion already held by some people 
that poor people are less moral than others. It forces an 
operation, sterilization, upon the poor which is difficult to get 
even among voluntary cases desiring it. 

The ability to reproduce is an important symbol in our so¬ 
ciety, especially among many of the poor who have few mater¬ 
ial possessions. The Tennessee Legislature does not have 
the moral right to take awaythis sexual identity and offer the 
ambiguous choice "jump off the high cliff or you will be killed.” 

PUBLIC WELFARE is a duty we have taken upon ourselves 
to fulfill. Our efforts won’t be rewarded with interest like a 
tank despoiL The State of Tennessee is great enough so it 
may continue this charity even though it is expensive, and 
still treat the poor as equal citizens. 

Representative Larry Bates’ Bill fails in its regard for the 
welfare and rights of the poor. It is a bill our state can do

The sterilization bill introduced by State Representative 
Larry Bates has come under severe criticism since its 
proposal. 

In an Interview on Monday, Rep. Bates discussed his steri¬ 
lization bill. 

Bates stated that his bill, which is clearly bi-partisan, 
should pass both Houses, providing it gets out of the Cal¬ 
endar and Rules Committee. 

“There has been a move to bottle it up in that Commit¬ 
tee,” Bates explained. 

The bill calls for "tubal ligation” which the state will 
pay $150 for the operation and will assume all other related 
medical expenses. The subject has a choice between having 
the operation or forfeiting the welfare benefits. 

“There has been a flood of mall support and it has been 
very widespread,” the freshman legislator said. “It shows 
to be running about 95% in favor of my bill.” 

He also stated “1 have received letters from citizens 
in 42 states endorsing the bill. Several Rep. from other state 
legislatures are requesting copies of the bill too. The As¬ 
sociated Press gave us a picture and story nationwide. Pub¬ 
lic response has really been favorable.” 

The Governor has not taken a very good view on this bill. 
Someone isn’t projecting the right image to him on this 
matter. Maybe he will ‘come around’ after such a rousing 
public support of my bill.” 

This important welfare-ecological bill has been recom¬ 
mended for passage out of the General Welfare Committee 
as it stands and no alternative bill has been introduced. It 
had a very lengthy public hearing and has been under fire by 
a liberal minority ever since it was introduced.

The Bates sterilization bill is definitely a people saving 
bill. It saves the child from misery, poverty, and crime 
when the poor child has no choice to come here in the first 
bill. He is usually brought here by very Irresponsible 
people who are not condusive to family life. It is more in¬ 
human to bring a child into the world under these condi¬ 
tions than it is to sterilize a woman who neither knows or even 
may care about the menace to the father(s), child (ren), 
herself, or the taxpayers and last but not least— that ever¬ 
growing threat to the world over-population. 

People shouldn’t yell about their selfish adult rights and 
should think about the rights of an innocent baby. Along 
with certain rights are certain responsibilities. 

Welfare payments costs the state In correctional prob¬ 
lems, law enforcement problems, health problems, edu¬ 
cation problems, and a multitude of environmental problems. 
Mllions are spent on the anti-poverty programs which are 
in a sense good but we’re beating our head against the wall. 
The numbers need to be corrected. 

It is a fact that if we were spending in our state budget 
the figure of money that this program has been increased 
under the most recent budgetry Increase that in ten years 
we would be spending 90 million dollars which is currently 
about half of our state budget expenditure. This $90 mil¬ 
lion would be for the Aid to Families of Dependent Child¬ 
ren. 

While colleges need money for education we're sub¬ 
sidizing Immorality through uncontrolled illegitimacy. Up¬ 
on the dehumanizing effect of sterilization which is more 
dehumanizing— the loss of a right to create another individ¬ 
ual or the turmoil of a father(s), mother and yet another 
child? The rich as well as the poor are encouraged to have no 
more than two children and the rich as well as the poor should 
be discouraged in having two illegitimate children.

Students still succumb to 
marriage, service for their 
country, and financial matters 
as reasons for dropping out of 
college, according to most 
authorities. 

IN A survey by the Office of 
Institutional Research here, the 
present seniors starting school 
in 1967 numbered 1306. 

The survival rate to their 
sophomore year was 84.5 per 
cent, leaving 1104. After their 
sophomore year, 63.6 per cent, 
or 702, returned as juniors. 
There are presently 644 seniors, 
91.7 per cent of the 702. 

THE JUNIOR class began 
with 1,498 in 1967, and 73.6 per 
cent made it to their sophmore 
year with 1,102 returning. From 
last year, 68.9 per cent of the 
juniors are still here, giving 
them 759. 

Starting with 1,575, the 
sophomore class brought back 
72.3 per cent from 1969 for a

The duration of open house 
shall not exceed four hours In 
length." The applicable rules 
will be decided and enforced 
by the Individual hall govern¬ 
ment. This resolution now 
faces the examination of the 
Dean of Students’ Office. 

A BILL to create and pro¬ 
vide for a “mlnlcourse" for 
any field of education concern¬ 
ing current events In particu¬ 
lar was passed unanimously. 
The bill, Introduced by Aaron 
Tatum, gives the Instruc¬ 
tor great flexibility In choos¬ 
ing to set up such a course and 
curriculum materials. The 
measure does stipulate, how¬ 
ever, that enough students 
must show an interest In such 
a course which will count one 
hour credit If the bill passes 
the Curriculum Committee. 
Students who are interested 
should contact Dr. Harry Hut¬ 
son. 

Two other ammendments 
were tabled and failed, res¬ 
pectively, concerning House 
representation quotas and a 
special Senate-House Legisla¬ 
tive Conference Committee. 

In the previous meeting 
the representatives voted down 
a resolution called "keep the 
Vols.’’ 

THE RESOLUTION, Intro¬ 
duced by Lonnie Hoover, 
endorsed re-introductlon of the 
name “Vols” to the schools 
recent name change referen¬ 
dum. After considerable dis¬ 
cussion the resolution was vot¬ 
ed down by a vote of 26-9.

First Static Line Jump 
Completed By Skydivers

The Volunteer Skydivers made their first three jumps Saturday 
at 10 AM at the Union City Airport. 

RICK ZERFING was the only experienced diver. He had 
jumped five times in Airborne School. Fred Hatler, who was 
unable to jump because of an injured leg, is a part-time smoke 
jumper. Smoke jumping is parachuting into forests to fight forest 
fires. It was the first jump for the other nine members. 

“You feel good once you get to the ground,’’ Randy Myers said. 
“The impact is a little like jumping without a parachute from six 
feet.’’ . 

THE TEAM jumped from 2800-3000 ft. using a static line. This is 
a line attached to the parachute and the plane. The jumper falls 
about 15 feet and the line pulls the parachute. It takes about three 
minutes to land. — 

THE STATIC line jump was a 
prelude to the club’s first free 
jump which is scheduled for 
May 15. Then the divers will be 
entirely dependent on their own 
rip cords to open their chutes. 

Liz Davis, a freshman, is the 
club’s only coed member. 

Although the boys kid her, they 
treat her pretty much like one of 
the guys except for helping her 
into hdr gear which weighs 30-40 
pounds. 

“MY FRIENDS thought I was 
crazy when I joined the club,’’ 


the coed said. 

Liz claims she was too excited 
on the first jump to be 
frightened. She was startled on 
the second jump, however, 
when she looked down and 
couldn’t find the target. By the 
third jump, she was getting 
scared, but she says she relaxed 
again as soon as she jumped. All 
three times she was off target 
by about 200 yards.

(ConL from Page 2) 
with the focus on the class¬ 
room rather than research.” 
Dr. Jack G. Mays, vice chan¬ 
cellor for development, said. 

“ Funds are needed to reqard 
career teachers and to broad¬ 
en our scholarship program to 
attract high calibre students 
who, without financial assis¬ 
tance, cannot attend college.” 

THE COMMITTEE hopes 
that the program will provide 
$32,500 In additional scholar¬ 
ships for the coming academic 
year. A total of $22,500 will 
be used In the teacher excel¬ 
lence program. 

We have attracted 4,622 stu¬ 
dents from 68 counties In Ten¬ 
nessee, 29 states and six foreign 
countries during the 1970-71 
academic year. During that 
year, 192 students received 
$55,905 worth of financial aid 
through the University. Donors 
from only 23 counties, how¬ 
ever, contributed to the PACE¬ 
MAKER 70 program which 
raised $33,000 In pledges and 
contributions for the scholar¬ 
ship fund. 

MR. COLE pointed out that 
the number of academic schol¬ 
arships for the current acade¬ 
mic year have almost doubled 
since 1968. The number of 
scholarhip donors increased 
from 97 to 192 over the three- 
year period, and the total val¬ 
ue of the gifts from $22,708 
to $55,905. The average schol¬ 
arship award increased from 
$234 in 1968 to $292 In 1970. 
He added that more funds will 
be needed with a record of more 
than 5,000 students expected 
to enroll at UTM next fall.

SURPRISINGLY, residents 
of the oldest women’s dorm, 
Clement Hall, receive the most 
sleep per night. They sleep eight 
hours and 34 minutes which is 
an hour and 17 minutes more 
than the average Atrium 
resident.

Two girls live in each room and 
share a community bath. 

A direct correlation is shown 
between grades and sleeping 
habits of coeds. Girls with a 2.8 
or higher average receive about 
24 minutes less sleep in 24 hours 
than coeds with less than a 2.8.

Girls 
with grade points less than 2.8 
sleep an hour more per day than 
those with 2.8 or higher.
